MYSTIQUE | 


VINO THAT SAYS MOLTO BUONO 


Ir Soave did not exist, it would have been necessary 
for some bartender to invent it. All of a sudden the American 
market called for a clean, crisp, fairly dry, white wine cheap 
enough to flow almost like water at cocktail parties. It was a 
stroke of marketing genius for Bolla and Bertani and 
Folonari and a few other large concerns to boost a fairly 
obscure North Italian wine into a transatlantic success story, 
surpassed only by the less esteemed but wildly popular wines 
sold under the name Lambrusco to people who don’t drink 
much wine. 

A decade ago, most people would have thought of inex- 
pensive chianti in a picturesque straw-covered flask as the 
Italian wine — if they would have thought of Italian wine at 
all. A decade hence, I expect some Sicilian wine, mass-pro- 
duced but of fairly decent standards, may have beat the 
producers of Soave at their own game. Chianti, meanwhile, 
has metamorphosed from a cheap, slightly disreputable wine 


suitable to wash down pizza into Chianti Classico, a group of 
Tuscan red wines of high repute and increasingly higher 
prices, which its devotees speak of in the same breath as 
they do of the better Burgundies and Bordeaux. Such wine had 
been made since Roman times; it is simply that we didn’t 
see any of it in the States. 

There are some drinkers who have moved beyond Soave 
(not that there’s anything wrong with a reliable, inexpensive 
white table wine, especially when you consider the prices 
being asked for California chardonnays and fairly simple 
white Burgundies). Those who have had the good fortune to 
visit the region around Verona, where Soave and other popu- 
lar wines such as Valpolicella and Bardolino originate, may 
have discovered that Soave Classico is a step above the usual 
stuff in terms of complexity, though hardly in price. More 
ambitious wine lovers have discovered the splendid wines of 
the Piedmont, notably Barolo. These are red wines capable, 
if you are patient enough, of developing into something of 
which legends are made. Even among the cheaper white

wines, such names as pinot grigio and the Italian version of 
riesling are developing a following abroad. 

Yet between the two extremes — Barolo and Chianti 
Classico at one end, Lambrusco and Asti Spumante at the 
other — there is an incredible array of Italian wines at every 
price level. Most of them fall at the lower end of the status 
symbol scale, simply because they are not sufficiently in de- 
mand among the label-conscious to command higher prices. 
A good-sized book could be written about them. In fact, one 
has been — Burton Anderson’s encyclopedic Vino (Atlantic- 
Little, Brown, $19.95), a must for any serious student of 
Italian winemaking. 

What I want to call to your attention, however, are three 
wines that are at the top of the list in terms of quality yet are 
hardly household words even among those who frequent the 
better Italian restaurants. They are wines which, like the 
“new” Italian cooking (a response to France’s much-promot- 
ed nouvelle cuisine), take some effort to find, but which re- 
ward those who go to the trouble. 

The first wine comes from an unlikely locale — Cam- 
pania, a part of Southern Italy beloved by generations of 
tourists who called at Naples, Capri and Amalfi but an area 
generally overlooked by wine connoisseurs. Such was not the 
case in classical times, for Horace and Cicero praised the 
wines called Apiano, named after a grape that attracted the 
apis, as the Romans called the honeybee. Today the grape is 
known as Fiano, and in the Avellino region it makes one of 
the most distinctive white wines in the world. 

Light in color, with a great deal of what wine enthusiasts 
call “texture” on the palate, Fiano di Avellino is noted for its 
unusual bouquet. It suggests ripe pears when young, toasted ha- 
zelnuts as it ages. That may sound a bit unorthodox, even 
showy, but the general impression is one of restrained 
elegance and strength. It is one of those wines like France’s 
Chateau Grillet, which every student of wine has heard of but 
which few ever encounter. 

The best Fianos are made by Mastroberardino, a family 
firm dedicated to proving that great wines can be made in 
the south of Italy. They are equally renowned for two other 
wines, the white Greco di Tufo, with its hints of bitter al- 
mond, and the robust, complex red Taurasi. 

The second wine on my list comes from more familiar 
territory, those gentle, olive-covered hillsides around Florence 
and Siena beloved by anyone who knows Renaissance art. 
That is vineyard country in the background of many an Old 
Master’s work, and today, more than ever before, the hills of 
Tuscany produce important red and enjoyable white wines. 

Unlike Fiano, the Tuscan wine I have in mind is one 
every “expert” has heard of, simply because it is usually the 
most expensive Italian wine — often equal in price to a well- 
aged claret. Like Fiano, it is named after a grape — brunello. 
Like many first-growth clarets, it has become more of a col- 
lector’s item or a speculative commodity than a beverage. 

Indeed, the fame of Brunello di Montalcino is so great 
among connoisseurs, that a certain reaction has arisen. Some 
have asked, can any Italian wine be that good? More astute- 
ly, others have suggested that the producers of this legendary 
wine (which has only been made for about a century and was 
more or less unknown outside of Tuscany until recent times) 
are resting on their laurels. 

If you are willing to pay the price (anywhere from about 
$20 for a recent vintage on up), your best safeguard is to try 
the brunello made by the Biondi-Santi family. They made 
the wine famous and are considered the most reliable of its 
producers. The secret of discovering brunello’s charm and 
power — for it can be ranked, at its best, among the world’s

The third wine‘ on my list of, Italian stars is actually a 
group of wines, known as Valtellina for the Alpine valley 
north of Milan where they are made. The best news about 
them, from a consumer’s viewpoint, is that they are still ri- 
diculously inexpensive — sometimes as little as $4 or $5 a 
bottle. 

Individually, the wines are known as Sassella, Inferno, 
Grumello, Valgella and Sfursat. The first four are red table 
wines, the last a strong, almost portlike red made from part- 
ly dried grapes. Like the best Piedmont wines, they are 
made from the nebbiolo grape. It produces tannic, rather 
hard wines that need several years of bottle aging before 
they begin to reveal their charms. Somewhat lighter in style 
than the big Piedmont wines, these mountain reds can be 
very charming indeed. It takes an expert to tell them apart 
in a blind tasting, but Sassella is generally considered the 
best and is the most easily found in American shops. 

There are, of course, dozens of other Italian wines of 
high repute among the cognoscenti, some of them the sort of 
thing you have to persuade the village priest to part with, and 
even he may have none left. But if, in the course of a year’s 
drinking, you have encountered a mature vintage of Fiano, 
Brunello and Sassella, you may take justifiable pride in your 
good luck, and thank those Italians who have brought so much 
happiness to the world. O

FIRST EDITIONS 


By now it is a truism that most 
Americans feel there is something extra 
special about being an American; that 
the United States is a country with a 
special destiny. As I write these words 
in a villa near Avignon in the south of 
France, I keep thinking of Romain 
Rolland, the great French writer and 
Nobel Prize winner who told American 
writers in 1916 that they had a respon- 
sibility to defend the concept of human 
freedom, which was then being ex- 
tinguished in a war-weary Europe. Be- 
cause of the war convulsing the Con- 
tinent, Rolland argued, European wri- 
ters looked to the United States to 
keep out of the quarrels of the Old 
World and to forge a new and higher 
idea of human liberty in the land of the 
free. 

Romain Rolland’s thoughts are sig- 
nificant now that the United States is 
again edging into the disputes of the 
Old World. They are much in point, 
too, because this month’s big book is a 
work of history called The Nation 
Comes of Age, written by Page Smith, 
professor emeritus of American history 
at the University of California. Smith’s 
book, which is preceded by two other 
books, one dealing with the Revolution 
and the other with the setting up of the 
Republic, covers the turbulent years 
from 1826 to the fall of Fort Sumter 
and the start of the Civil War. 

The book’s subtitle, A People’s Histo- 
ry of the Antebellum Years, tells the 
story, and suggests that the Bellum, the 
War, was one of the great dividing 
lines in our past, an event with which 
we have yet fully to come to terms. Just 
as significant, Smith argues, were the 
years that led up to the War Between 
the States, the 35 stormy years that 
fixed the fate of the South and its 
“peculiar institution.” 

Briefly, the years from the death of 
Thomas Jefferson and John Adams in 
1826 and the fall of Fort Sumter in 
South Carolina were a time of enormous 
change in the North that was brought 
about by the introduction of the factory 
system of production. We are accus- 
tomed to think of the factory system as 


merely the cotton textile mills of New 
England, and hence to overlook the 
fact that the mills had to be financed, 
a step that strengthened the Northern 
banking system. At the same time, the 
mills’ products had to be sold, which 
added to the might of the Northern 
commercial interests — _ brokerage, 
shipping and the like. Trade went 
hand in hand with industry, and before 
long, the North was a giant, which 
hitched its prosperity to free labor and 
to the fresh labor brought from Europe. 

It is old story that the Erie Canal — 
was dug by Irish labor gangs, but it is a 
true story and one that goes to show | 
how much of America’s industrial might 
was the work of immigrants. The Irish 
potato famine of 1847 helped to supply 
the Northern work force, as did the 
failed revolutions of 1848 in Europe. 

It would be possible to put you to 
sleep with statistics proving beyond a 
doubt that the Germans who came to 
these shores in 1849 and 1850 gave the 
United States a large part of its indus- © 
trial sinew by working in the stove fac- | 
tories of St. Louis or the stockyards of 
Chicago or the breweries of Milwaukee. 
Page Smith, too, might have filled his 
book with charts and graphs. 

Instead, he chose to tell stories from 
contemporary documents and letters 
and in the process to answer such won- 
derful questions as, ‘““‘What was it like to 
live in a slave society?” “What was it 
like to travel steerage to the New 
World?” “What was it like to be a 
trapper in the West?” 

These questions all lead up to the big 

ne: “What was it like to be an Ameri- 
can in the 35 years before the Civil 
War when everyone could see the con- 
flict coming and no one, it seemed, had 
the power to stop the inevitable?” 

The genius of Page Smith’s book is 
that it gives an answer to the question. 
“To attach us to the past is my ambi- 
tion,” Smith declares. It is also impor- 
tant that Americans have a good grasp 
of their past, if only to avoid repeating 
all mistakes. Even more, we always re- 
fer to the past as justification for the 
present. President Reagan keeps telling

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us his hero is Calvin Coolidge, a man of 
the past, so unless we know something 
about Coolidge, we know less about 
Reagan. 

Calvin Coolidge would be duck soup 
for Page Smith because his book is pro- 
fessed to be chiefly ‘“‘a story of men 
and women, some known and many, 
many more anonymous” and of how 
they attacked their problems in their 
time. They were not all-wise, we must 
realize, and perhaps not even well- 
meaning. But the Gold Rush was a 
problem not only because it spurred 
travel across the country, but also be- 
cause California wanted to enter the 
United States as a free state, as did 
Kansas and Nebraska. Ever-conscious 
of their waning powers, the South 
forced a compromise, that of 1850, 
which led in turn to a refusal on the 
part of many Northerners to return fugi- 
tive slaves. And this brought about John 
Brown and his famous raid on Harper’s 
Ferry, the 1859 prologue to the Civil 
War. 

Smith treats these events as a succes- 
sion of stories, without any special 
forces behind them. “With careful res- 
ervation for the Divine,” he writes, “I 
can discover no ‘forces,’ economic or

astral, other than the individual or col- 
lective wills of human beings, that guide 
or direct human history. We hold to 
certain extremely fragile notions that 
we generally denominate ‘ideas,’ and 
we hold those ideas passionately rather 
than rationally. 

“How these ideas encounter the rough 
material stuff of the world, and how 
they act on and react to the physical

landscape seems to me the essence of 
history.” 

The Nation Comes of Age is pub- 
lished by McGraw-Hill at $24.95, a 
high price even for supply-side econom- 
ics. Yet it is worth the cost in terms of 
what it gives the reader — a sure and 
solid grasp of the events, as stories, 
that occurred in the formative years of 
the factory system. 

That system, once established, could

not survive with half the country a feu- 
dal barony fueled by slaves. So, it is 
the expansion of industry that is the 
root cause of the Civil War — the need 
on the part of the factory culture to ex- — 
pand in one nation. Once the South had | 
been vanquished, that further growth © 
and progress was possible, as events af- | 
ter the Civil War demonstrated. 

I hope you will read Page Smith’s 
book. It is vivid, interesting and stir- 
ring. 

It is about Americans and it helps 
to explain how and why we so often 
have that feeling that we are a special 
people with a special role to play in the 
history of the world. Whether we can 
do as Romain Rolland suggested — car- 
ry forward the banner of human free- 
dom -—— remains to be seen. Page Smith 
gives us some ground for hope that the 
people of the United States can still 
make a positive contribution to the wel- 
fare of mankind. 

Next month, I'll be offering my usual 
cornucopia of books. After vacation Ill 
be back at the usual stand with lots of 
goodies from the spring list. O

IN GOOD SHAPE 


RELIEF FOR THE SNEEZING SEASON 


I; you bake your newspaper before reading it and 
sneak a glass of beer or wine only when the family cat is out 
prowling, chances are you’re one of 15 million Americans 
currently suffering from allergies. 

Why are you singled out for such misery? Blame your 
parents — at least partially. Heredity plays a role in allergic 
disease according to the National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases. Also, people with one allergy are at a 
higher risk of suffering other allergic problems. 

Heredity, however, is not the only factor. Authorities 
generally agree that allergies are induced by a combination of 
genetic and nongenetic elements. Although tremendous ad- 
vances have been made over the last 40 years, medical sci- 
ence still does not fully understand the genetics of the body’s 
immunity system. Nor does it fully fathom the allergic 
mechanism itself. 

An allergy is an abnormal reaction to substances nor- 
mally considered harmless. Thus to most of us an egg is a 
harmless and wholesome food. To certain individuals, how- 
ever, even a small amount of egg might produce a skin rash, 
swelling of the lips, or even severe asthma. The substance to 
which they are allergic is called an allergen. 

The most common allergens are pollen, molds, house 
dust, animal dander, pillow feathers, wool, dyes, chemicals, 


foods and medicines, insect stings and flowers or plants. 
While the most common allergens are taken into the body by 
being inhaled or swallowed, or by coming in contact with the 
skin, emotional factors also play a role. This article will deal 
with the inhaled allergens. 

In their book, Why Your House May Endanger Your 
Health, Dr. Alfred Zamm and Robert Gannon note that 
newspaper ink often makes chemically sensitive people sick. 
Baking diminishes the fumes and makes reading bearable. 
On the other hand, people allergic to cats may react only 
when “triggered” by a mold-based beverage such as wine or 
beer. There is no way to predict which substances will pro- 
duce a particular result because allergic diseases or reactions

and lifestyle are the hallmarks of the 
interior design trade. 

Usually the designer heads straight 
for one of the major decorating and de- 
sign centers such as Miami, where an 
infinite variety of goods and _ services 
is available to designer specifications. 
An idea has taken form in downtown 
West Palm Beach which promises to 
challenge the larger centers. 


As rapid growth moved up the 
coast of Florida, it was inevitable that 
Miami design merchants would cast 
their eyes northward. More building 
means greater demand for interior de- 
sign services. Why not bring the re- 
sources to where there would be the 
most demand? 

Palm Beach Life reported the 
“good beginning” of a designer show-

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room area on Clematis Street in Sep- 
tember 1979 when there were three 
showrooms to the trade. Now there are 
29, with related trade services and 
more showrooms on the way: the most 
dramatic addition being a magnificent 
new Decorating and Design (D&D) 
Centre. 

The Centre is a fine example of 
what the combined skills of the design 
trade can produce — from the spacious 
tiled esplanade to the lighted platforms 
and tented vignettes of Fran Murphy’s 
third-floor showrooms. According to 
D&D Centre manager Robert Larson, 
formerly of the Chicago Merchandise 
Mart, “The Centre will house some 45 
showrooms representing multiple lines 
of the finest designer furnishings and 
crafts. It will be open to the community 
for special events like the Palm Beach 
Opera Guild benefit in December, but 
for the most part, activities will be di- 
rected to the interior designer.” 

The first of such events was an 
American Society of Interior Designers 
(ASID) invitational luncheon in Decem- 
ber. Larson announced the opening of a 
new Continental restaurant in the Cen- 
tre in January. 

“There will be luncheon and din- 


ner and dancing at the Polo Club, 
which will serve both the public and 
the interior design trade,” he said, ‘“‘but 
we want to emphasize that the show- 
rooms in the Centre are exclusively for 
the design trade.” There are 16 show- 


rooms open with a half-dozen under 
construction and more to start construc- 
tion in January. 


One lady responsible for starting 
the trade showroom trend on Clematis 
Street is Shirley Goff, a designer and 
manufacturer of custom furniture who has 
an established showroom in Miami. At 
the time everyone asked her, “Why 
West Palm Beach?” 

“I love the charm of West Palm 
Beach,” she said, “and I had a feeling 


that something good was going to hap- | 
pen here.”’ Much has happened since 

Ms. Goff opened Salience II in October 

1978; followed by Sofas and Chairs | 
Unlimited, also a Miami-based firm, | 
and by Fact and Fantasy Ltd. in 1979. | 
But it took awhile for designers to dis- 
cover the area and pioneering spirits | 
were put to the test while waiting. 


Burdines department store was | 
still open, but preparing for the inevita- 
ble move to the Palm Beach Mall. The | 
street looked tired, having dozed in the 
tropical sun during the years that other | 
main streets in other cities were being | 
“urban renewaled” — sometimes to | 
death. George Greenberg, whose | 
Pioneer Company has been on the | 
street for 30 years, exlained the street | 
was always the hub of downtown and | 
did not decline until about 1968. 

“It was the only place in the area 
to shop. There were J.C. Penney, | 
Montgomery Ward, Lerners and many - 
more that departed when the mall was 
completed. Burdines was the last of the | 
big department stores to leave the 
area,” he recalled. 

Many of the businesses that moved | 
out left behind vacant and decaying»

Clematis Street a major source for all 
of the designers’ needs. “The design 
district will sponsor various activities to 
stimulate interest in the products avail- 
able, and will offer the designer legiti- 
mate pricing and service on a par with 
all other leading design centers.” 

The first of these promotions held 
last February was “I Love Designers 
Day” when each of the group’s mem- 
bers provided refreshments, special 
events and door prizes for several hun- 
dred designers from all over Florida. 
Another “bigger and better” event is 
planned for this month. 

When a group of investors pur- 
chased the Burdines building in Sep- 
tember 1980 to rebuild it as a D&D 
Centre, it seemed to have a domino ef- 
fect on the street. As the building shed 
its shabbiness, inside and out, other 
stores and buildings up and down the 
street took notice and began showing 
freshly painted facades and bright new 
awnings. A dilapidated corner at Cle- 
matis and Narcissus has been trans- 
formed into a handsome new First Ma- 
rine Bank.

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Across the street, the old Walgreens 
property has been purchased by First 
Sunrise Federal Savings and Loan, and 
Flagship and Barnett Banks are also 
purchasing properties downtown. 

“People are realizing how good the 
values are here,” said Mr. Greenberg. 
“When the banking institutions invest . 
in downtown at the rate that they are, 
the brokerage houses will follow, then 
the insurance companies, and a tremen- 
dous vibrancy takes place.” 

The showroom owners who took a 
gamble on Clematis Street are delight- 
ed. Len Cole, owner of Showroom 84 
said, ““‘When my wife Dianne and I be- 
gan thinking about opening our second 
showroom in West Palm Beach about 
three years ago, we envisioned what is 
now a reality — a West Palm Beach 
design industry on Clematis Street! We 
can feel the vibrations on the street 
and we believe this district will grow at 
a rate equal to Miami.”

“The | 
new West Palm Beach Municipal Com- | 


plex gave downtown a much needed 


new face,” she said, “and the new | 


county building and all of the profes- 


sional offices that move in to support | 


government’ services’ will bring 
thousands of workers to downtown. 
What we need is a variety of things 
catering to all types of people and 
businesses, like the design district 
catering to the interior design trade, 
the banks catering to financial 
businesses, the new restaurants — Cafe 
PariSorbet, Chanteclair, and Cafe Co- 
coanut which cater to area employees 
and shoppers. 


“We need more places to cater to 
the five-to-eleven traffic,” Ms. Smith 
continued, “so that downtown doesn’t 
die after five o’clock. The Stage Com- 
pany and the Actor’s Reperatory are 
great additions for this. And restaurants 
not normally open at night are begin- 
ning to stay open.” 

Ms. Smith, president of her own 
design and space planning firm, also 
serves on the Downtown Development 
Authority and on the City Center Area 
Advisory Committee. She admitted she 
is apt to “get on a soapbox” when it 
comes to downtown, “but we have some 


of the greatest assets in the world here, | 


and we have an opportunity to save 
them and to make downtown work.” 
Ms. Smith wishes more residents 
would get involved in the city center 
plan instead of waiting for towers to 
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appear along the waterfront and won- 
der how it happened. 

“We must prevent what has happened 
in other cities where the waterways are 
walled off from most of the city by 
highrises, leaving a  no-man’s-land 
behind them,” she said. “The advisory 
committee will recommend combining 
transportation facilities by relocating 
Trailways and Greyhound to the Amtrak 
area so that people can come from any- 
where on the East Coast and have im- 
mediate transport to all parts of the 
city. That would be a perfect way to de- 
velop the west end of Clematis Street, 
which has such a beautiful beginning at 
the Intracoastal Waterway,” added Ms. 
Smith. 

“Now we need all the wonderful 
variety of things in the middle that will 
make people want to go back and forth 
between the two. Then we will have a 
people-oriented downtown that is alive 
and inviting day and night!” Oo

may involve any part of the system or the body. We do 
know, however, that the respiratory system is the most fre- 
quently involved, with the skin a close second. 

Hay fever, the most common of all inhaled allergies, has | 
nothing to do with hay or fever. More accurately termed | 
allergic rhinitis, it is caused by allergy to the pollen of trees, | 
grasses, weeds or molds. 

Symptoms of hay fever are itching and watering eyes, | 
stuffed up head, running nose, burning throat and sneezing. | 
Since there is some overlapping of allergens in the air at any | 
one time, many people suffer continually. 

Allergy symptoms are produced when allergic antibodies | 


‘completely escape ragweed 


pollen by relocating to Alaska’ 


(not to be confused with the beneficial antibodies that fight | 
disease) combine with allergens such as pollen or ragweed, | 
thereby producing chemicals which line the nose, eyes, | 
throat, air passages and gastrointestinal tract. 
One of the best known of these chemicals is histamine, | 
which causes swelling of the mucous membranes of the nose | 
and eyes. The result is the symptoms of hay fever or the 
feeling you’re getting a cold. 
Ragweed, it appears, causes most of the seasonal hay | 
fever in the United States. A large number of Americans are | 
quite sensitive to it but, to a greater degree, it’s the enormous | 
volumes of pollen that are responsible. It has been estimated © 
that nature dumps about 250,000 tons of it in the country’s air | 
in any given year, and more, if weather conditions are favor- — 
able. Because it is light, ragweed has been carried by wind 
currents as far as 250 miles. | 
Where can you go to completely escape ragweed pollen? — 
Alaska is an excellent choice. It is about the only state that 
is. According to an Abbott Laboratories’ report, most states 
have some areas that are fairly good. But some, such as II- 
linois, Indiana, Iowa, Missouri, Ohio, Oklahoma, Rhode Is- 
land, Kansas, Delaware, Arkansas, Virginia and West Vir- © 
ginia, have no refuge areas at all. | 
The beaches of Florida are considered almost uniformly | 
desirable although inland areas do not rate well. Those areas | 
that received an excellent rating include Miami Beach, Coral 
Gables, Key West, Fort Myers and Santa Rosa Island. | 
Weighing in with a good rating were West Palm Beach, Or- | 
lando, Sebring, Daytona Beach, Fort Pierce, St. Petersburg } 
and Everglades National Park. Rated fairly good were Fort | 
Lauderdale, Jacksonville, Tallahassee, Tampa, Clearwater | 
and Pensacola. 
Most ragweed growth occurs in the northern portion of | 
Florida, but some south Floridians are still wiping their eyes — 
and sneezing. Chances are it is due to tree, grass or mold } 
spores. Among the Florida trees that cause discomfort are | 
oak, elm, box elder, pecan, Australian pine, Brazilian pepper 
tree, bayberry and melaleuca. As for the grasses, Bermuda, | 
Johnson and timothy grasses constitute the major problem. 
During Florida’s humid season the allergen could result | 
from molds that commonly grow indoors in damp areas such | 
as cellars and crawl spaces. Molds, along with animal dan- | 
der, cosmetics, feathers and household dust are usually respon- | 
sible for year-round or perennial hayfever. 
The symptoms are similar to hay fever and many | 
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people mistakenly believe they have a cold they cannot 
shake. Aside from being uncomfortable, the victim may also 
lose his sense of taste or smell and polyps, growths of the 
“mucous membranes, may be formed in the nose from pro- 
longed irritation. As a result, the sinuses can become infected. 
Sometimes hearing is impaired. 
| Allergies with flulike symptoms are becoming more com- 
mon today when offices and homes are better insulated and 
increasingly air conditioned and humidified. This is especial- 
ly so in cooler areas of the country where windows and doors 
are kept tightly shut to conserve as much energy as possible. 
But it is also true in parts of Florida where air conditioning is 
a way of life for many. 

Dr. Jan Stolwijk, associate director of the John B. 
Pierce Foundation Laboratory in Connecticut, asserts “aller- 
gic reactions to the bacteria or fungi that grow in humidifiers 
are quite common.” Dr. Stolwijk noted that most people do 
not realize that “any time you have water, constant tempera- 
tures and some dust, you have a medium in which organisms 
like fungi and bacteria can grow.” A lot of people, then, who 
do not realize it, respond wth an allergic reaction because, 
“these organisms are constantly circulating throughout the 
house or office through the duct system.” ° . 

Skin tests are usually used to identify allergens. In addi- Coming To Boca! 
tion, two blood tests are in some use but neither test accurate- 
ly reflects what is happening in the body’s tissues. 

“Skin testing is still the most reliable indicator of aller- 
gy,” according to Dr. Philip Askenase, associate professor of 
medicine at Yale School of Medicine. Skin tests are made by 
scratching or injecting the skin with different solutions con-

HIGH PROFILE 


ZEV BUFMAN’S WHEEL OF FORTUNE SPINS AGAIN 


| Bees though it’s not in the nor- 
mal heavy storm track, Palm Beach is 
about to be struck by a hurricane named 
Zev. Bufman’s the other name and he 
is the new operating manager of the 
Poinciana Playhouse. The refurbished 
and restored theater for almost a quar- 
ter of a century has been the town’s 
showcase for legitimate theater, sym- 
phonies, dance recitals and even indus- 
trial shows. 

The opening of the playhouse is a 
big event for Zev Bufman. At the base 
of his operations is the simple fact that 
he has re-invented the wheel. The old- 
time, theatrical wheel is typical of 
English musical hall entertainment cir- 
cuits during the 1800s up to World War 
II and of American vaudeville. 

What the wheel, or circuit, did was 
to put together a “bill” or one evening’s 
worth of vaudeville acts, and ship them 
from one theater to another in the cir- 
cuit. Multiply the bills by the number of 
theaters along the rim of the wheel and 
you had big show business. Early movie 
distributors took over the system whuie- 
sale. Major studios either owned the 
theaters outright or controlled the 
movie houses, supplying them with 
“product.” This system was eventually 
ruled a violation of antitrust laws and 
the wheel was rolled out of American 
show business. 

Zev Bufman has rolled it back in. He 
has reconstructed the wheel with rim 
points at Miami, Fort Lauderdale, Or- 
lando, St. Petersburg, Jacksonville and 
now Palm Beach. Long spokes also ex- 
tend north to Norfolk and west to New 
Orleans. 

The basic problem for theater 
owners and operators is obtaining the 
goods, the plays, concerts, dog acts, or 
the “product” as movie moguls used to 
say, to keep audiences returning. Buf- 
man has solved the problem by provid- 
ing a continuous flow of entertainment 
to his theaters. The basic problem of 
theatrical producers is obtaining houses 
to present their productions. Bufman 
has all those theaters. It’s a natural 
combination. 

In addition to riding that com-

bination into ever expanding theatrical 
volume — every additional theater re- 
quires more entertainment circulating in 
the circuit — Bufman has built in a cou- | 
ple of insurance policies. 

The first policy is his careful, in- | 
formed sizing up of a prospective the- | 
ater city, followed by merchandising 
and employing demographics, mailings, ' 
phone banks and_ programmed | 
ceremonies to form community lli- 
ances. Like most manufacturers and! 
merchandisers today, Bufman_ does | 
not go into a market unless it offers | 
good prospects for success. He likes a_ 
city with a good record supporting 
sports events because it indicates an 
audience accustomed to leaving their | 
houses for entertainment, paying for it 
and planning for it. In a sense, Bufman | 
is running a continuing education pro- 
gram for audiences. Palm Beach offers 
a clear advantage because it contains 
people with larger than normal dispos- 
able incomes who are in the habit of 
attending the theater. 

One aspect of residents’ habits will 
be improved at the new playhouse. Buf- 
man believes profoundly in the sub- 
scription series: tickets bought in 
advance, seats assured in advance. At

nard Bernstein, Stephen Sondheim, 
Arthur Laurents and Jerome Robbins. 
In 1981, he proceeded to what is un- 
doubtedly his greatest triumph to date, 
a new production of Lillian Helman’s 
melodrama The Little Foxes, starring 
Elizabeth Taylor in her American stage 
debut. Meanwhile, the Bufman wheel 
was also showing other people’s touring 
shows such as A Chorus Line and Best 
Little Whore House in Texas. 

A couple of months ago, Bufman 
broke his successful pattern of remount- 
ing tried, true and proven hit musicals 
by producing a new musical, Oh Broth- 
er. Yet even Oh, Brother! was based 
upon two Broadway hits namely, A

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the Forum, and Rodgers and Hart’s 
The Boys From Syracuse. Moreover, 
those shows were derived from two ear- 
lier hits, Shakespeare’s A Comedy of 
Errors and the play by the Roman 
playwright Plautus, from whom Shakes- 
peare took his plot. Oh, Brother! moves 
the tangled story of two sets of twins 
separated in the cradle from ancient 
Rome to the modern-day tangled Mid- 
dle East. 

Zev Bufman himself is a product of a 
tangled Middle East. A sabra, or na- 
tive-born israeli, Bufman at 17 was a 
first sergeant, and later a first lieu- 
tenant in the wars the Israeli state 
fought for its existence. During peace- 
time, or as much of it as the Middle 
East allowed in those days, the young 
soldier began writing, producing, direct- 
ing and acting in military camp shows. 
In 1951, he entered Los Angeles City 
College, where he received bachelor’s 
and master’s degrees in theater arts. 
His roommates were Robert Vaughn 
and James Coburn. Bufman picked up 
movie and television roles, often play- 
ing the part of an Arab. He more or 
less accidently stumbled into producing 
and found his true calling. By the end of 
the decade he produced his first show

on Broadway in collaboration with Da- 
vid Merrick. 

In 1962, while producing Pajama 
Tops at the Seattle World’s Fair, he 
was lured into taking the show to 
Miami. He leased the Coconut Grove 
Playhouse with an option to buy and 
began a Florida-to-New York commute 
that climaxed, after a number of fail- 
ures, with the stunning success of 
Marat/Sade in 1966. 

Bufman then made what he now 
regards as a colossal mistake — return- 
ing to Hollywood to produce movies 
and television shows. After five years, 
there, he moved back to Miami and 
began the process of building a southern 
empire of theater while keeping an eye 
on and a hand in New York theater. 
With his Broadway activities and the 
opening of the playhouse under his 
management, those paired campaigns 
seem to be at their peaks of success. 

But Zev Bufman is clearly the kind 
of person who sees a peak primarily as 
the starting point for another, higher 
climb. In show business, for example, 
he resents the use of the world “reviv- 
al” for the new productions of great mu- 
sicals he has mounted. ““They’re clas- 
sics,” he says. “Why not call them 


that?” What he tried to do once an 
may try again, was to create a Ne 
York center for the classic musicé’ 
comedy, a place where, for a specifie| 
annual season, New Yorkers and vis’ 
tors could see one of the classics. It is’ 
logical extension of what he has bee | 
doing with great success around th’ 
wheel at Washington’s Kennedy Cente’ 
and on Broadway. He also wants to of| 
fer Elizabeth Taylor another leadin) 
role after the international Foxes tou} 
ends. He may star her in a comed)| 
with Walter Matthau. 

Finally, Miss Taylor seems ti} 
have had another influence on he: 
producer, or at least to have 
strengthened a thought he already had! 
Bufman has taken to talking, seriously 
but not obsessively, about running foi] 
the U.S. Senate. Miss Taylor’s hus-| 
band, John Warner, is a Republicar 
senator from Virginia. 

Meanwhile, his remarkable career} 
in the American theater marches from} 
strength to strength. As of now, Palmi 
Beach has front row seats for the spec-’ 
tacle.

ed by anyone seriously interested in 
theater. I think it may well be the clas- 
sic blending of play and players by the 
time it opens in Palm Beach. 


There have been other great 
Othellos in our time. Jones gave a 
memorable performance in Central 


Park more than a decade ago. Then 
there was the English production with 
Lawrence Olivier and Ralph Richard- 
son. They alternated the two leads, 
Othello and Iago, on alternate nights. 
Their performances however, were 
more of an acting tour de force than a 
definitive interpretation. The definitive 
interpretation for American theater- 
goers, until now, has been the legendary 
1943 production with Paul Robeson as 
the Moor of Venice, Jose Ferrer as 
Iago and — the key missing ingredient 


in the current show — Uta Hagan as 
Desdemona, Othello’s wife. Miss Hagan 
would doubtless say she is now too old 
to play Desdemona, but wrinkles and 
all, her characterization is sorely 
missed in the new production. 

There were two great lacks in the 
production. Desdemona is one; Cassio is 
the other. Neither character is remote- 
ly in the class of importance of Othello 
and Iago, tragic hero and villain, re- 
spectively. But both are vital to the 
play. Desdemona, after all, has to be 
worth all the tragic action that the play 
contains. She has to be worthy of 
Othello’s anger at her supposed infideli- 
ty, his sense of betrayal and his mur- 
derous revenge. As played by Karen 
Doctrice, a member of the Royal Shak- 
espeare Company who may have been 


ruined by Walt Disney and television, 
Desdemona seemed sort of a Barbie 
doll who deserves, from Othello, Rhett 
Butler’s famous rebuke: “Frankly my 
dear, I don’t give a damn.” 

From Blue Angel and Of Human): 
Bondage, we know men, poor devils, 
are capable of falling for women infi-. 
nitely beneath them. On those grounds 
you could defend the bland, bobby-sox- 
er, sltumber-party interpretation, but not 
for long.

ever, what is true for south Florida resi- 
dents is the disappearance of these 
majestic coconut palms. 

Shortly after lethal yellowing 
disease began infecting the Jamaica 
tall coconut trees, the malady appeared 
in Key West in 1971 and spread north- 
ward. 

After one contemplates the finan- 
cial cost to those homeowners who at- 
tempt to save the Jamaica talls and 
preserve Florida’s tropical image, one 
realizes it’s time to embark on a full- 
scale replanting. 

The Malayan dwarf is a replace- 
ment worth considering. This palm tree 
is distinguished by its high resistance to 
lethal yellowing, and also is renowned 
for its majestic beauty, magnificent size 
and the unusual color of two varieties. 

The word dwarf is misleading.

Their feathery fronds are shorter, 
but more numerous than those of Jamai- | 
ca talls. Flowering, which often occurs | 
in four to five years, produces somewhat | 
smaller nuts. 


The three varieties available at 
many nurseries are the green, yellow” 
and golden. Golden and yellow Malay- 
ans both have an attractive golden cast _ 
to the foliage and bright, ornamental 
yellow nuts. 

The green Malayan has bright 
green fronds and nuts. Young trees of 
this variety grow slightly faster than 
the other two forms. All, however, are 
equally resistant to lethal yellowing. 

There are several reasons why the 
golden and yellow varieties should be 
planted. The first, of course, is to rees- 
tablish the coconut palm as the link to 
Florida’s subtropical heritage. 

Malayan palms grown by Florida 
nurserymen are germinated from im- 
ported Jamaican seeds that produce 
abundant golden and yellow forms, but 
fewer green varieties. Dr. R.S. Cox, an 
independent crop consultant, is con- 
cerned that those seeking Malayans for 
replanting are choosing the green form 
over the yellow or golden. If this trend 
continues, higher prices and shortages 
are sure to occur. 

It is Cox’s fear that the yellow col- 
orations are stigmatized by the mistak- 
en belief that the trees are wallowing 
in lethal yellowing disease. Be assured 
this is not so. 

The availability of colored palms 
is a distinct advantage. Landscapes 
dominated by greens can become more 
picturesque when golden and yellow 
Malayans are planted in clusters or in- 
dividually. 

The Malayans are sensitive to the 
cold and grow best in full sun. They are 
salt tolerant, making them compatible 
with seashore planting. 

Small Malayans are usually sold in 
20-gallon containers. Larger species are 
field grown. Either can be transplanted 
throughout the year, but they require fre- 
quent watering until they are well estab- 
lished. Palms grown in the field require 
careful digging to avoid root damage 
and to retain all the soil possible 
around the root ball. Containered 
plants should be removed intact by run- 
ning a sharp implement between the 
soil and side of the container. Slip the 
plant out. It should not be pulled out by 
its top. 
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Set the palms in soil up to the 
same depth they grew in the container 
or the field. Planting any deeper can 
result in a rotted base and eventual 
death. Malayans are tolerant of a wide 
variety of soils and can benefit during 
their early growth by an _ organic 
amendment such as peat moss. Unless 
the trees are quite small, they should be 
staked to prevent any root movement 
caused by wind. 

Established palms require at least 
an inch of water each week. Palms can 
be fertilized immediately after plant- 
ing. Spread the fertilizer underneath 
the leaf canopy and soak thoroughly. 

Young palms — those without trunk 
development — should be fertilized 
three or four times a year. Use 1/2 to 
1/4 pound of palm tree special fertilizer 
at each application. Older palms — 
those showing a clear trunk — require 
one pound of fertilizer per inch of 
diameter, three or four times a year. 

Additionally, to thwart minor ele- 
ment deficiencies that frequently cause 
leaf yellowing or spotting, make supple- 
mental feedings of manganese and 
magnesium. Check with your garden 
supply or nursery dealer for these ingre- 
dients and follow directions for their 
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use. Do not overapply even if the 
amount suggested seems small.

Lawns: The primary chore is to keep 
sufficient moisture in the root area to 
prevent or reduce cold damage. Do 
not fertilize during dormancy. 

Pruning: Prune deadwood, but postpone 
any heavy pruning. 

Planting: Any material in containers 
may be planted, but keep it well wa- 
tered. For good spring yields plant 
from scratch or renew annuals and 
vegetables that are fading. Plant pa- 
paya seeds in small pots now for set- 
ting out in the spring. 

Fertilizer: It is a good time to apply a 
nutritional mineral spray on citrus 
trees and ornamental shrubs. 

Insects: Plant mites may be building up 
on many plants. To control this 
problem use Kelthane. 

Watering: January is one of the driest 
months. This along with the cold 
and windy weather necessitates that 
everything be kept well watered. O

Florida has seen a steady growth in the 


production of sugarcane since the last morsel 

reached America from Castro’s Cuba 20 years 

ago. Today the Everglades and its rich mucklands 
produce one fifth of all sugar made in the United States.

uly is scorching hot in Florida’s mucky Everglades, but 
this summer month is critical in the year-long growing season 
for healthy but thirsty sugarcane. On 345,000 acres of some of 
the richest farmland in the world, these slender sticks of sugar- 
cane dance luxuriantly in the sun like tropical ballerinas, await- 
ing the sting of raindrops to sweeten their stalks in time for 
the November through April harvest. 

When the rain finally falls, it paints the sun into a rain- 
bow as broad and colorful as both the Florida sugarcane in- 
dustry and its people — each running rampant along the south- 
eastern rim of Lake Okeechobee, engulfing Glades, Hendry, 
Martin and Palm Beach counties. 

Last year, this nearly 50-year-old Everglades sugar in- 
dustry produced $1 billion worth of revenue for the state, putting 
it right behind the leading $2 billion citrus business. Sugarcane

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also provided 25,000 jobs and paid out 
$150 million in salaries. This year, 
1,184,000 tons of raw sugar are expect- 
ed to be produced from a harvest of 12 
million tons of cane — amounting to 
nearly one-fifth of all sugarcane pro- 
duced annually in the United States and 
10 percent of all U.S. consumption. 
That’s a lot of toil for only six 
sugar-producing firms in the state. It is 
incongruous with the playful lifestyle ex- 
emplified by neighboring residents of 
Palm Beach, Fort Lauderdale and 
Miami. But as the glitterati of the 
oceanfront communities while away the 
winter, a diversified cast of characters 
living in this four-county sugarland 
paradise spend their season making 
sugar to sweeten America’s tastebuds. 
Clewiston, the center of the sugar 
industry, spends its social season rais- 


ing cane. Starting in November, the air 
coming off the lake is redolent with the 
tang of smoke and the sweet smell of 
sugar. An eclectic echelon of industrial- 
ists, capitalists, Florida Crackers, 
pioneers, Cuban entrepreneurs, Ameri- 
can farmers and speculators run the 
show. By spring, when the coastal so- 
cialites return home, some 9,000 West 
Indians (mostly Jamaicans) will leave 
their Glades labor camps after cutting 
about eight tons of cane daily for six 
months. They, too, will go home. But 
for the processors and growers, the 
work goes on and on. 

“They work very hard,” explained 
Dalton Yancey, vice president and 
general manager of the 18-year-old, 
Clewiston-based Florida Sugar Cane 
League. The league is a non-profit or- 
ganization with which all Everglades

sugarcane processors and growers are 
affiliated (except Talisman, which pre- 
fers its independence). “Many of the 
industry leaders today came from noth- 
ing and — with hard work — have now 
become multimillionaires.” 

For example, Billy Rogers came to 
the Glades area in the 1930s with noth- 
ing but the ragged clothes on his back. 
Last year, U.S. Sugar (the largest 
Florida producer) bought his sugarcane 
land, vegetable, cattle and pastureland 
for more than $86 miilion. Back in the 
1940s, Sam Knight (now chairman of 
Atlantic Sugar) came into the area to 
work for a local farmer. He became 
wealthy on a corn crop through his in- 
sight into agriculture. Still another far- 
mer, Joe Marlin Hilliard, who is really 
more of a cattleman, is now one of the 
largest single sugarcane growers in the

Wren Ruth and Dr. Charles Dugan want to escape 
from the pressures of their busy practice, they journey to 
their peaceful, yet invigorating, country retreat. 

Secluded within the natural environs of Thousand 
Pines Estates, the Dugan’s West Palm Beach home was 
designed to blend tranquility with drama. Interior 
designer Carol Linda, of Forum Furniture Gallerie, says 
the solution to her challenging project was to combine 
“the simplicity of line and form with the natural elements 
of suede and glass. This created a contemporary 
backdrop for the owners’ magnificent collection of ivory 
and signed pieces of plexi sculpture.” 

Gleaned from the Dugan’s worldwide adventures, 
the collection features three pieces from the Ming 
dynasty — the seven-dragon wall and two Ming dogs 
with ruby eyes.

Sarasota lures visitors with its 
promise of sparkling white sand beach- 
es framed by the Gulf of Mexico, 
dramatic amethyst sunsets and friendly 
atmosphere. 

After basking in the — sun, 
beachcombing, enjoying a variety of 
water sports and exciting nightclubs, 
many visitors discover Sarasota is rich 
with cultural events and activities. 

If you are a connoisseur of fine art, 
the John and Mable Ringling Museum 
of Art showcases works of Rubens, 
Rembrandt and other great masters. 
Ca’ D’Zan, the Ringling’s palatial resi- 
dence built in 1925 at a cost of $1.5 
million, has been preserved in its ori- 
ginal splendor. 

For those who prefer the “roar of 
greasepaint,” the renowned Asolo State 
Theater, housed in an 18th-century 
Italianstructure, hosts memorable plays 
in addition to concerts, films, lectures 
and operas. Nearby, the Van Wezel 
Performing Arts Hall features current 
Broadway hits, ballets, operas, and 
symphony and jazz concerts. 

You can be transported back to the 
revelry of the Middle Ages during the 
Ringling Museum’s annual Medieval 
Fair or spend a day visiting St. Ar- 
mands Key. Located west of Sarasota, 
the key is famous for its posh boutiques 
on St. Armands Circle. 


O, the “palace grounds,” sabers 
glint in the sunlight, fair-haired young 
maidens decorated with flowers stroll 
through meadows and knights joust in a 
friendly fashion. 

“Those were the days,” reminisces 
one wandering minstrel as he gazes 
about at the scene from merry olde En- 
gland — which is recreated each 
March under sunny Sarasota skies at 
the Ringling Museum’s annual Medieval 
Fair. 

There are elephants to ride, 
tightropes meant for walking, juggling 
and puppets to watch as they cavort in 
the troubadors dell. There is nectar to 
sip and smoked mullet for the lords to 
feast upon, perhaps in the beer garden, 
while their ladies can enjoy tea and 
crumpets.

The May Day style celebration, 
which draws about 50,000 spectators 
during four days of revelry, ties in with 
the museum’s collection of Medieval, 
Renaissance and Baroque Art. 

The Museum of Art includes an im- 
portant Rubens collection and is part of 
a 68-acre cultural complex built by John 
Ringling, creator of Barnum and Bai- 
ley’s Greatest Show on Earth. 

Today  Ringling’s residence, 
Ca’D’Zan — a Venetian Gothic man- 
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sion modeled after Doge’s Palace and 
filled with tapestries, art works and 
period furnishings — is open to the 
public. 

Each year in mid-March, the 
Medieval Fair attracts about 500 per- 
formers from the United States and 
England, all clad in authentic medieval 
garb. First produced in 1976 by the 
Ringling Museums’ Educational Divi- 
sion, the fair is acclaimed for its re-

This Foreign Favorite is . . . 


Musseling in on the Menu 


he blue-black mussel has long 
been regarded in Europe as a gourmet 
delicacy, but it is only recently that 
this bivalve has gained tremendous 
popularity in America. 

Their sweet meat blushed with 
orange and lovely nectar enhances 
everything from salad to spaghetti. 

One reason they weren’t previously 
appreciated was they arrived in the 
markets full of sand with mud still 
clinging to ropes of seaweed. It took 
half a day using steel wool to scrub off 
the barnicles to get them clean enough 
for the pot. 

Today controlled mussel cultivating 
techniques have enhanced the quality of 
the mussels harvested. Many never 
come in contact with the ocean bottom 
where they pick up sand and grit. Even 
wild mussels are being taken from deep 
water beds where the incidence of mud 
and sand is low. They are cleaned, 
culled and graded, then put back in wa- 
ter to flush out. 

A member of the clam family, 
mussels are similar in texture to the 
soft-shell clam but have a flavor all 
their own. Cooking mussels is easy. The 
one thing to remember is not to over- 
cook them because they’ll toughen and 
loose their plumpness. 

When buying fresh mussels make 
sure the shells are tightly closed. Dis- 
card any with open shells. Individual 
size and weight of mussels vary, espe- 
cially at different times of year. The 
cultivated mussels are extra large, but 
_ the average quart of fresh mussels con- 
tains about 25. Three pounds when 
steamed will give you about one pound 
of mussel meat. 

All mussels should be_ rinsed 
thoroughly under cold water before us- 
ing. Remove the byssus thread, an easi-

ly seen clump of black threadlike mate- 
rial attached to the shell outside which 
some call the “beard.” 

Moules mariniere, one of the 
world’s great dishes, features mussels 
simply simmered for a few minutes in 
dry white wine to which a pinch of

thyme and finely chopped shallots or 
garlic and parsley is added. Using this 
basic recipe you can prepare mussels in 
many ways. 

Chez Guido restaurant in Palm 
Beach offers mussels ravigote. They are 
first prepared as for mussels mariniere, 
then chilled and served with sauce re- 
moulade. Chef Jean-Luis also offers 
mussels in garlic butter. The mussels are 
cooked briefly. Then the top shell is 
removed and the meat on the half shell 
is covered with garlic-parsley butter 
and breadcrumbs, and browned under 
the broiler. 


MOULES MARINIERE 


(serves 4) 
4 qts. mussels 


2 c. white wine 

4 cloves finely chopped garlic or 3 
shallots 

4 tbsp. chopped parsley 

Pinch thyme 


Salt and pepper to taste 

Clean and drain the mussels. In a 
large pot combine the wine, garlic or 
shallots, and thyme. Simmer for a few 
minutes to reduce slightly. Add mussels, 
cover and cook over high heat (stirring 
occasionally) about 4 to 8 minutes, until 
they open. Taste the broth for season- 
ing — you may not need much salt if 
mussels are salty. 

Serve the mussels in bowls and 
pour some of the strained liquid over. 
Sprinkle with parsley. 

The varition of this dish most 
often seen in restaurants, including Chez 
Guido, is to add 1 cup heavy cream to 
the strained liquid. If you like the sauce 
a bit thicker, knead 2 tablespoons but- 
ter with 2 tablespoons flour. Bring the 
cream and broth mixture just to a boil 
and stir in the kneaded butter, one 
piece at a time, until thickened as you 
like it. Add chopped parsley and pour 
the sauce over the mussels. 

If you are cooking the mussels to 
use in other recipes, prepare them mar- 
iniere omitting the parsley. You may 
keep the mussels after they are cooked. 
Discard their top shells, leaving them 
in their bottom shells. Cover with a 
damp towel in the refrigerator. Strain 
the cooking liquid through a cheesecloth 
and refrigerate. 

MUSSELS RAVIGOTE 

Prepare the mussels as for mussels 
mariniere. Remove the mussels from 
the shell and chill. Arrange on a bed of 
lettuce and spoon over sauce remoulade. 
Jean-Luis makes a ravigote sauce using 
a basic French dressing. To 1 cup of 
dressing add 1 teaspoon chopped ca- 
pers, 1 teaspoon minced shallots, 1 
hard-cooked egg (finely chopped) and 
1 tablespoon minced parsley. Add salt 
and pepper to taste. 


You may serve the cold mussels as 
an hors d’oeuvre. Remove the empty 
half of the shell and allow the mussels 
to chill on the half shell. Top with 
sauce remoulade. Serves 6 to 8 for an 
appetizer. 

SAUCE REMOULADE 
2 c. fresh mayonnaise 
2 cloves garlic, finely minced 
1 tbsp. finely chopped tarragon 
1 tsp. dry mustard 
2 hard-cooked eggs, finely chopped 
1 tbsp. capers 
1 tbsp. finely chopped parsley 

Mix all ingredients thoroughly. It 
is best made 3 or 4 hours before serv- 
ing. You can add just a half teaspoon of 
anchovy paste to this sauce. 


MUSSELS WITH 
SNAIL BUTTER 
1 shallot, finely chopped 
1 to 2 cloves garlic, minced 
/2 lb. butter 
3 tbsp. dry white wine 
4 tbsp. finely chopped parsley 
Salt and pepper 
Pound the shallot and garlic in a 
mortar and mix with butter, wine, pars- 
ley and seasoning. Prepare mussels as 
for mariniere, using large mussels if 
available. Make sure you do not over- 


cook them. Remove the top shell. Place 
mussels on the half-shell in a shallow 
ovenproof dish. Spoon the butter mix- 
ture over each mussel, sprinkle with 
fresh breadcrumbs and chill. When 
ready to serve, bake in a very hot oven 
until the butter is melted and the top is 
delicately browned. You can also place 
it under the broiler to melt the butter 
and brown the top. 


MUSSELS MARINARA 

4 doz. mussels 
4 tbsp. olive oil 
Ys; c. white wine 
3 or more cloves garlic, chopped 
6 very ripe tomatoes, peeled, seeded 

and finely chopped or 1 lg. can plum 

tomatoes, chopped 
Salt and pepper 
A pinch of sugar 
Fresh basil, if available 
2 tsp. oregano

saucepan. Add the garlic and saute for a 
a minute without browning.

area. He grows his crop on _ several 
thousand acres of sandlands_ rather 
than muck. He harvests his cane me- 
chanically (most others must use hand 
laborers with machetes because their 
crops grow on sticky mucklands) and 
sells it to Gulf & Western. 

And Cuban entrepreneurs, like the 
Fanjuls of Osceola Farms Co., fled from 
Castro to grow their cane here. Alfonso 
Fanjul Sr., who passed away two years 
ago, brought his family to Palm Beach 
in 1959. He had been vice president of 
the Cuban Trading Co. and vice presi- 
dent of Nueva Compania Azucarera 
Comez Mena, his wife’s sugar company. 
He rebuilt his family empire here and 
ran it until his death at age 71. Today 
his eldest son Alfonso Jr. runs the oper- 
ation. Osceola produces more than 
100,000 pounds of raw sugar annually, 
grossing $30 to $35 million in sales. A 
second son, Jose (Pepe), is executive 
vice president of the operation and 
spends a lot of his free time in the so- 
cial whirl of Palm Beach. 

Said Carlos Arruza, vice president 
of Belle Glade’s Sugar Supply, purveyors 
of diesel fuel to customers like Osceola 


and Atlantic Sugar: “These men are 
sharp operators. They work hard and 
they aren’t easy to fool — especially 
the Cubans. I have learned a lot from 
them because they are smart.” 

They are smart. In the past year, 
lobbyists representing the Florida sugar 
industry claim it has lost billions of 
dollars in sales because of unfair foreign 
competition and a depressed market.

Domestic sugar producers are begging 


President Reagan for increased aid and 
new trade protection from Washington. 
(The administration has promised 
price supports of 18 cents per pound in 
return for Southern votes.) 

The sugar industry wants to halt a 
shrinkage in U.S. processing capacity 
— a result, the industry says, of strong 
foreign competition. According to Busi- 
ness Week, 30 U.S. cane and _ beet 


plants have folded since 1970. Ameri- 
can producers wanted Congress to 
adopt a farm loan and import tariff 
program that would support sugar at 20 
cents per pound for the next four years. | 
“We'll take Reagan’s 18 cents though,” . 
said Yancey. “Unless we institute a 
sugar program, imports will establish © 
our sugar price. That’s no good because 
other countries have created national- 
ized sugar programs that are really so- — 
cial and employment functions. They — 
don’t care how much sugar is produced 
because they will just throw it away.” 

This proposed program, which is | 
part of Reagan’s four-year farm bill, 
has been involved in heavy wheeling 
and dealing between refiners in the 
North, growers in the South and the ad- 
ministration. Secretary of Agriculture 
John R. Block said in August, “We op- 
pose high price supports.” Opposition 
was dropped in return for Southern sup- 
port of Reagan’s tax cut bill. 

Refiners feel the price is prohibi- 
tive because the cost of government 
loans could reach $1 billion a year. It © 
would also cut down on the use of sugar 
by making it too costly for the con- 
sumer creating more havoc in the na- 
tion’s budget problem.

growers protected during low market 
periods. Emphasized Yancey: “These 
are really anti-dumping programs so 
imported sugar (about 50 percent of 
what Americans consume) comes in at 
the loan rate or better.” 


But the refiners dissent, saying the 
Florida growers make plenty of money. 
That is true, but these Florida growers 
have put plenty of time and their own 
money into profit making. 

For example, in 1977 the five sugar 
processors (Talisman did not join be- 
cause it owns a refinery) put up more 
than $5 million to construct a deep-wa- 
ter port at the Port of Palm Beach in 
Riviera Beach that can accommodate 
any sugar carrier in the world, giving 
the Florida industry access to any mar- 
ket in the world. 

“This port has given us a new way 
to sell,” said Fred Hill, vice president 
and general manager of the 36-foot 
deep Port of Palm Beach. “We did sell 
directly to refiners; we were at the 
mercy of one buyer in Georgia. Now we 
have a middleman like Rionda, Golo- 
detz, Cargill or Phillip Brothers in the 
large northeastern cities. They buy and 
resell it to an end user, using the futures 
market as a hedge.” 

Before the construction of the port, 
there was no means of transporting 
sugar in vessels. Now the port ships 
500,000 tons of sugar a year. Said Hill: 
“We see more profit with direct sales 
to international houses.”

the fungus problems and searching for 
differing varieties of cane breeding pro- 
grams — in case of devastation in oth- 
ers. “After testing, fertilizing, sam- 
pling, etc., we find out which breeds are 
prone to disease and we do not harvest 
them again,” said Yancey. 

There has been sugar in Florida 
since before the 1880s, but time and 
again, plantations were plagued with 
failure. Lack of proper drainage, lack of 
knowledge about fertilization of muck 
soils and the diseased varieties of cane 
were reasons for failure. 

In 1906, a canal system was begun 
in the Everglades for drainage. But hur- 
ricanes in the late 1920s swept away 
the muck dikes around Lake Okeecho- 
bee and flooded the area. Eventually 
the dikes were replaced with rock lev- 
ees; the canals were provided with hur- 
ricane-proof control gates and revers- 
ible pumps were installed to put water 
where it is needed for the dry season. 

In 1925, the Southern Sugar Co. 
was formed, but five years later went 
into receivership due to,a_too-rapid ex- 
pansion program andiexash flow 
problem. In 1931, the UCSUStear Corp.

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was formed, and acquired all the 
Southern Sugar assets. U.S. Sugar later 
developed a new variety called ‘“won- 
der cane” that was better adapted to 
the muckland. 

As late as 1948, sugar companies 
were trying to make it — and were 
failing. Even though quotas were lifted, 
labor and capital shortages and equip- 
ment problems prevented expansion.

About this time another mill called 
Okeelanta (now Gulf & Western) was 
built. 

During the next decade, more high- 
producing cane was developed in the 
area, making Florida a major national 
sugarcane supplier. In the early 1960s 
the federal government lifted quotas 
and Florida growers increased their 
acreage and production. 

Before 1961, Florida production 


had been about 175,000 tons of raw 
sugar. In 1960, 53 farmers formed the 
Sugar Cane Growers Cooperative at 
Belle Glade and built a mill with the 
largest daily grinding capacity of any 
in the United States. Said President 
George Wedgworth at that time: “We 
returned to our owner-growers that first 
year the highest price per standard ton 
of any mainland cane in history.”’ 

Seven or eight new sugar mills 
were built between 1961-63 in the Ever- 
glades. By the following year, produc- 
tion had increased by 400 percent. 

Even with acreage cutbacks by the 
government, production through 1969 
continued to increase with the excep- 
tion of a few short seasons. 

Florida’s first million tons of raw 
sugar was attained in the 1975-76 crop, 
right after the 40-year-old Sugar Act 
expired in 1974 and was not renewed 
by Congress. At that time an artificial 
shortage was created, pushing sugar 
prices up to 64 cents a pound at Christ- 
mastime. Prices had risen 300 percent 
in 1974. Sugar industry sources attribut- 
ed it to tightening world supplies and 
increasing worldwide demand, although 
the Justice Department investigated the 
sugar industry for price-fixing.

Meanwhile, sugar prices have 
played seesaw with the stock market 
for the past few years, but the Florida 
sugarcane planting-to-production contin- 
ues as usual, beginning in August. 

Stalks of green cane are dropped 
into the muck soil and covered, forming 
the next year’s crop. The sugarcane 
plant is regenerative with each plant 
usually producing three to five crops. 
(Each new crop is called a ratoon. Af- 
ter the fifth year, some growers let the 
land lie fallow, others like Gulf & 


Western plant rice, corn, etc.) In the ° 


organic soils of the Everglades, no ni- 
trogen fertilizer and relatively small 
amounts of phosphorous are required. 
(Some of the Everglades is made of 
sandy soil which needs fertilizer.) 

Cultivation to control grass and 
weeds from cane fields is done me- 
chanically, chemically and manually. 
About 70 percent of the cane is cut by 
machete labor; 30 percent is mechani- 
cal. (Machines from all over the world 
are used to cut only erect cane. The 
cane becomes lodged and is hard to cut 
mechanically.) 

Milling technology has shortened 
Florida’s sugar industry harvest period 
to between four and five months. This

reduces the risk of crop loss due to 
freezes and enables the cane to be cut 
when the sucrose content is at its peak. 
The harvested crop is moved from 
the field by carts to transfer stations 
and then into tractor trailers or 30-ton 
railroad cars to carry the cut cane to 
the mill. In a day’s harvest, there are 


between 3,500 and 4,000 trucks and 
railcar loads of cane transported to the 
Florida mills. The cane moves into the 
mill on conveyors; sets of knives shred 
the stalks to prepare them for juice ex- 
traction. 

Heavy rollers, crushing the shred- 
ded cane, press out the juice. Water is 
used to wash out the remaining sucrose 
from the crushed cane. The juice is 
treated with lime, then heated and 
passed through clarifiers to remove im- 
purities. The juice goes to evaporators 
where it is concentrated into a thick 
syrup and boiled in vacuum pans until 
sugar crystals are formed. The mixture 
of crystals and molasses, known as 
massecuite, is allowed to cool in large 
crystallizers. 

Finally, the sugar crystals are se- 
parated from the molasses in high- 
speed centrifugals. The light, amber 
raw sugar emerges and is ready for 
shipment to refineries. 

Once the cane is processed, two 
major by-products — blackstrap molas- 
ses and bagasse — become endless 
sources of products. In the same year 
that Florida’s sugar production reached 
a million tons, about 76 million gallons 
of blackstrap molasses and 1.2 million 
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tons of dry fiber also seeped through 
these mills. Molasses is a good cattle 
feed and bagasse burned in mill boilers 
can produce 85 percent of the mill’s 
energy-producing electrical power for 
sale to south Florida power companies. 
U.S. Sugar, for example, recently built 
an $8 million power plant to sell elec- 
tricity to Florida Power & Light. With 
still more bagasse on hand, the com- 
pany is working on another power 
plant and in converting bagasse to a 
cellulose product from which sugars can 
be derived to ferment into alcohol for 
mixture with gasoline. 

Naturally, in order to insure an ef- 
ficiently cut crop of cane and by-prod- 
ucts, the Everglades industry must find 
trained cane cutters. “This is no easy 
task,” Yancey related. While working 
with the U.S. Department of Labor, lo- 
cal employment offices must attempt to 
obtain domestic workers to cut sugar- 
cane. And it seems as if the grass is 
always greener... 

Says Yancey: “American workers 
simply don’t want to cut cane. And 
stranger than that, the Jamaican who 
cuts cane in Florida refuses to do so in 
Jamaica.” The same is true with cutters 
from Barbados, St. Kitts, Antigua and 
St. Lucia. 

But Florida needed 9,000 more 
workers to do the job this season and 
they aren’t always there to find. The 
Haitians visiting the state several 
months ago were out of the question be- 
cause they couldn’t legally stay. So for 
this 37th season growers demanded a 
search for cutters who would take an 
eight day course, then cut eight tons of 
cane for six hours a day — averaging 
each worker about $5.75 an hour this 
season, up more than 50 cents an hour 
from last year. 

“We need workers,” James KE. 
Terrill, a U.S. Sugar vice president, 
said in October. ““We don’t care where 
they come from. The Jamaicans and 
other West Indians have been reliable. 
We would prefer U.S. workers, but that 
is not reliable.” 

However, certain workers and 
representatives of worker’s organiza- 
tions insist the conditions in Florida’s 
labor camps are poor and not fit for 
animals, much less human _ beings. 
Working under the hot sun swathed in 
dirt and soot with the smell of burned 
plants abounding, workers wield razor- 
sharp machetes. Torn toes and pierced 
eardrums are not uncommon. They live 
in depressing dorms, sleep on _bed- 
clothes that are changed only once 
during a season and they often do not 
have enough water for showers. 
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A canecutter once told The New 
York Times: “If the boss sees us talk- 
ing to a white man, we will get sent 
home. If we complain about the food 
we get sent home. If we say we want 
more money for cutting cane we get 
sent home.” So they keep quiet. Home 
must be the last resort. 

Government groups and the grow- 
ers work with the Florida Sugar Cane 
League in attempts to improve the con- 
ditions, but the problems go on. In fact, 
the problems have been around in cer- 
tain forms since the earliest days of 
making sugar from cane syrup. Only the 
faces and places were different. 

While sugarcane dates back 8,000 
years ago to the South Pacific, it was 
specifically mentioned for the first 
time in 325 B.C. by an officer of Alex- 
ander’s invading army in India, where 
cane might have been growing for sev- 
eral centuries. Its refining spread east 
to China about 100 B.C., but reached 
Mediterranean Europe rather late, 
about 636 A.D. As a luxury, sugar was 
brought into the Western World in the 
13th century. 

By 1300, Venice was the sugar cap- 
ital of the world. The colonization of 
the island of Madeira by the Portuguese 


early in the 15th century led to the suc- 
cessful introduction of sugarcane. Then 
it went to the west coast of Africa and 
to Brazil. By 1583 there were 100 Bra- 
zilian sugar factories. The Spaniards in- 
troduced sugar cultivation in their Ca- 
nary Islands, from which Columbus 
brought cane to the Caribbean on his 
second voyage in 1493. By 1550, sugar 
had become one of the most valued 
products on the island of Hispaniola 
(now Haiti and the Dominican Re- 
public) and a pirate’s prize. England 
and France established their own re- 
fineries in the 1600s to handle sugar 
from the West Indies. 

Taxes on the Dominican sugar built 
the royal palaces at Madrid and Tole- 
do, and provided a large part of the 
vast wealth of Charles V of Spain. 

Menendez, the Spanish colonial 
governor, introduced sugarcane culturein 
Florida soon after he founded St. Augus- 
tine in 1565. The first commercial pro- 
duction of Florida sugar (before the be- 
ginning of the present day industry that 
started in 1923 at Canal Point) was 
launched in 1767 at the New Smyrna 
colony. However, the Revolutionary 
War ended this, and efforts were fruit- 
less in the 1800s to establish more 


commercial production because the cli- 
mate and soil of central Florida were 
not right for sugarcane’s tropical tem- 
perament. But nostalgia buffs would en- 
joy ruins of old mills in De Leon 
Springs, Homossassa Springs (Yulee 
Sugar Mill) and the Dunlawton Planta- 
tion in Port Orange. 

Yet even for those that like histo- 
ry, a trip to Florida’s Everglades is a 
must. While activities in present sugar- © 
land are very much a vital part of to- — 
day, the atmosphere is rustic, the 
people are folksy and the air is sweet. | 
The pace is frantic in the mills but 
quiet in the fields. 

The locals eat catfish with the ex- 
ecutives. The Sugarcane League is even 
making a movie of the whole mucky 
place. Why? Because the trade group is 
proud of sugarcane and its work. A 
movie would show the world who pro- 
duces its sugar and how it’s done. Yan- _ 
cey conceded, “I want the sugar grow- 
ers and processors to star in the movie. | 
They’d have cameo roles. Through the ~ 
years, they have proven to be survivors. 
I want the world to know.” O

The saying that you can’t get a bad meal in a 
French restaurant is true. In this country where food 
is a national obsession, you can find superb restau- 
rants even in small cities, sometimes as far as 30 to 
40 miles from a main highway. 


Since French food is generally richer than 
American food, it is wise to plan your trip into the 
country carefully so that you eat only one grand 
meal a day. Otherwise you will feel stuffed. 


If you want to experience some of France’s 
best food, try these restaurants which are either on 
the French Riviera or en route to that fabled area. 
Bon appetit! 

L’'Auberge Des Templiers, Route N7, Les Bezards, 
(38) 31-80-01. About 90 miles from Paris on the 
main route south, you will find this charming inn, 
with its two-star restaurant specializing in such 
delights as mousse of chicken and duck livers, a 
souffle of turbot and homark, wild strawberries 
and marvelous tarts made of seasonal fruits. 


Cote d’Or, Route D980, Saulieu, (80) 64-07-66. 
This historic country inn with its country restaurant 
is on the southern road from Paris to the Riviera. 
The food is nouvelle cuisine, with such specialties 
as crayfish soup in a broth of nettles, sweet- 
breads, duck with peaches and chocolate cake. 


La Mere Blanc, Route N79, Vonnas, (74) 50-00-10. 
The newest of the three-star restaurants in the 
famous Michelin Guide, La Mere Blanc deserves 
its stars. The restaurant is elegant in a country 
way and the food is exquisite. Some specialties 
are a marinade of cold breast of hen, sea bass 
steamed with a white wine sauce, leeks and cavi- 
ar with toasted brioche, and crepes eaten plain 
with sugar.

he were John Dean assuming control of 
the White House during President Nix- 
on’s final days rather than Nixon’s 
chief of staff, Alexander Haig. What- 
ever one feels about Haig, he clearly 
has the power of command. As Cassio, 
Grammer needs that sense of command. 

Hope is at hand though. Near the 
end of the Washington run, Zoe Cald- 
well, actress turned director, joined the 
company as a coach. Toward the end 
of the Washington run, Cassio gave one 
first-rate performance. Whether he can 
keep it up, and whether Desdemona can 
join him, remain to be seen. 

Two performances make Othello 
worthwhile. James Earl Jones is stolid, 
solid, the Rock of Gibraltar as the 
Moor. To me, the great thing about 
Jones’ performance was its quietness, 
the sense that he was making these 
lines up as he went along.

Plummer kisses 
Othello and Desdemona full on the lips 
in gestures which shock but do not par- 
ticularly illuminate the play. Othello 
kills Iago — which is not in the script 
— by a genital scrape with his rapier, 
a weapon poorly designed for such an 
action. 

But it doesn’t really matter. Nor, 
for that matter, do the inadequacies of 
Grammer and Ms. Doctrice. Personal- 
ly, I believe Zoe Caldwell can improve 
things if anyone can. She is something 
of a genius. Later this season she will 
play Medea with Dame Judith as the 
nurse. 

Still, when these two actors, Jones 
as sturdy, rock-hard center of the play 
and Plummer as insect-like darter and 
plotter, play against each other, the 
drama Shakespeare liberated from an 
Italian story receives a throbbing, over- 
weening life. 

It remains to be seen if the play 
may be one of those classic presenta- 
tions of a classic drama. No matter, it 
is a production to be seen and enjoyed 
for the new light it gives to an ancient 
— classic — script. O

taining allergens. If you are allergic, within 15 minutes a little 
mosquito-like welt will appear at the site of the test. But these 
tests alone are not infallible, so a detailed medical history 
and your own observations are also important. 

Treatment by the allergist might include drug therapy or 
even immunizing or “desensitization” injections, but once the 
cause of the symptoms is identified, the first treatment should 
be avoidance. It may become necessary to find another 
home for a pet, change cosmetics or give up smoking. 

A person sensitive to pollen should avoid riding in an 
automobile with the window open, especially in the country- 
side during seasonal peak periods. It might even be necessary 
to avoid cut flowers, certain fresh fruits or cold drinks — the 
chilling effect irritates the membranes of an already sensi- 
tive person. 

Until the early 1940s, and the general introduction of 
antihistamines, few drugs existed to relieve the symptoms of 
hay fever. Today a wide crop of medications has greatly 
reduced the need for immunotherapy, a long, tedious and ex- 
pensive treatment that experts recommend only in life- 
threatening instances when conservative methods have 
failed. 

Hay fever medications work to either inhibit the de- 
velopment of histamine, to block the release of chemicals by 
the mast cells, or to counteract the effects of those chemicals 
once they are released. Antihistamines are the most popular, 
but are most effective when taken at the first sign of an 
attack rather than after the symptoms have developed. How- 
ever, they may produce sleepiness, dry mouth or blurred vi- 
sion. They are also more effective against a running nose 
than stuffed-up head and they do little to relieve itching and 
watering eyes. 

Nasal sprays are the most commonly abused of all aller- 
gy treatments. Prolonged use produces a rebound effect — 
first relieving symptoms, then compounding them, leading to 
further medication. A vicious cycle occurs; symptoms grow 
worse as the sufferer continues to overuse the spray. 


Allergy Information 


If you suspect your “cold” is something more, con- 
sult an allergist through your physician or contact the 


local chapter of the Asthma & Allergy Foundation of 
America. The address of their national office is 19 W. 
44th St., New York, N.Y., 10036. 


Corticosteroids, powerful anti-inflammatory agents, are 
usually used only when traditional drugs fail or their side ef- 
fects become intolerable. They must be carefully monitored 
by a physician because in the presence of certain diseases 
they cannot be used safely. They also partially suppress the 
adrenal system. Long-term use poses the threat of serious side 
effects, although short-term — one or two week’s duration — 
may produce striking relief. 

Relief is what allergy sufferers seek and they’re willing 
to pay heavily for it — in excess of $1 billion annually for 
doctors, drugs, hospital and nursing home care according to 
the U.S. Department of Health and Human Services. 

It’s a high price to pay to stroke a pet, stroll in a garden 
or throw yourself open to the great outdoors, especially in a 
world where the best things in life are supposed to be free. O
